WAT5R  SUPPLY. 

Tiiere  has  heen  no  change  regarding  Water  Sup  lies  to  the 
district  during  the  past  year. 

Corscombe  and  Halstock  Scheme, 

In  June,  a-  Public  Encuiry  was  held,  and  in  July,  the  Ministry 
of  Health  ancroved  the  Scheme  with  certaan  reservations,  namely: 

"that  a supply  is  given  to  the  Rectory  Area.,  Cors combe,  including 
the  school,  that  the  main  iCna,pp  Rarm,  N.O.P.  (turning  off  road  to 
Sidney  a.nd  Raker's  Farms)  be  omitted,  that  the  main  G.P.R,  3. 

(Ba,ker's  Farm  to  junction  of  road  to  Halstock  iiill) , be  deferred 
pending  Ca/pital  Contributions  from  the  8 farms  to  be  served". 

The  remaining  part  of  the  yea.r  ito.s  taken  up  in  meeting  the  OTOcrs 
of  these  G farms,  in  investigating  the  rights  of  the  free  users 
of  the  uresent  water  supoly,  and  sendinw  correspondence  to  the 
Minis try. 

Netherbury  Scheme. 

The  same  Public  Encuiry  in  June  wa.s  held  regarding  the 
Net ..lerburjr  Scheme  to  extend  the  main  from  .Rep;minster  to  Nctherbur^h 
The  Hinistr^^  of  Health  aouroved  in  oririciple  the  uroposals,  and  the 
Council's  Consulting  Engineers  were  asked  to  prepa.re  the  Scheme  for 
Tenders. 

Thorne ombe  Scheme. 

H, M, Inspector  in  June  visited  the  Thorncombe  Water  Works, 
and  es  a result  the  Ministry  of  Health  auproved  the  transfer  to 
the  Council,  and  asked  that  an  Order  should  bo  sought  authorising 
the  tre.nsfer. 

Toller  Whelme  Sore  Holv>  Scheme. 

In  May,  on  the  advice  of  the  Consultant  Engine>..rs,  the  Council 
agreed  to  purchase  Field  0.S.212,  and  in  September,  4 trial  bore- 
holes each  7 deep  were  made  for  a Geological  examination,  and 
the  Ministry  sug-gested  that  a Public  Enquiry  be  held  before  a deep 
trial  bore-hole  was  sunk. 

West  Dorset  Provisional  Joint  Water  Committee. 

In  Jul3r,  the  fanistr^r  suggested  that  the  Council  should  send 
representatives  to  'Whitehall  to  discuss  any  difficulties  which  may 
have  arisen  a.nd  which  may  have  retarded  progress  towards  setting 
up  a Joint  Water  Bopad  for  the  area.  Following 'this  sugrestion, 
representatives  from  the  three  Councils  visited  the  i-iinistry  of 
Health,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  reporting  on  this  Meeting 
stated  that  it  appeared  that  the  h'inistrv  aeoproved  of  a Joint 
Water  Board  being  formed  b^/  the  .Bridport  Borouah  and  ‘ridport 
RuraJ  District  Councils  to  ncgotia,tc  for  the  purchase  of  the  Bridport 
Water  Works  Compa.ny.  In  September  and  October,  the  Bridport  Borough 
Council  and  the  Bridport  Rural  District  Council  resolved  to  leave 
fhe  'West  Dorset  Provisional  Joint  Water  Committee,  a,nd  a.grced  to  form 
a Joint  Water  Board  with  the  object  of  accuiring  and  co-ordinating 
the  Water  Undertpkings  in  the  two  districts. 

The  total  number  of  wa.ter  samples  taken  for  anal^/'sis  was  6l. 

Of  these  34-vrere  satisfactory,  l6  suspicious  and  11  unsatisfactory. 

6 of  the  latter  were  taken  from  wells.

Meat  Inspection. 

All  the  sla.ught ering  for  Most  Dorset  takes  ola.cc  at  a Slauptiter 
House  in  the  Bridport  Hural  District,  where  a Veterinary  •Surn'eon, 
appointed  by  the  four  Councils  concerned,  is  responsible  for  the 
inspection  of  carcases  on  every  da.y  that  slaughtering  takes  place. 

The  meat  is  transported  from  this  Slaughter  House  in  closed  vans  b^r 
a firm  of  contractors  who  deliver  it  to  every  butchers ' shop  in  the 
district. 

The  only  report  received  from  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  covers  the 
period  1st  March  to  30th  September  1948  when  SI 2 Cattle;  892  Sheep; 
115  Calves;  and  7 Pigs  were  killed,  and  the  following  table  shows  the 
meat  which  he  condemned.
